P.N. Breton, Canadian Numismatist 

While waiting for the elevator at Wilfrid Laurier University one day recently, this reporter 
noticed a copy of the most recent Bank of Canada report lying on a table for re-shelving. 

The full-colour cover, reproduced above, paid homage to Pierre Breton. Inside, this note 
elaborated on the cover design: 

"The study of currency, or numismatics, began to flourish in Canada in the latter half of the 
19th century, particularly in Montreal. The Numismatic and Antiquarian society of Montreal was 
founded in 1862, and in the ensuing decades, many significant works on Canadian coinage were 
produced by authorities such as A. Sandham, Dr. J LeRoux, and R. McLachlan. 

Prominent among these early numismatists was Pierre Napoleon Breton, a Montreal coin 
dealer. From his shop on St. Catherine Street, Breton prepared detailed price lists of coins for sale. 
In keeping with the fashion of the day, he had a metallic advertising piece produced that was 
stamped with his name and profession. 

Breton is best known for writing one of the most respected works on 19th century Canadian 
coins, the I/lustrated History of Coins and Tokens of Canada, published in 1894. With its bilingual
